WASHINGTON. March 13 — Don­ 
ald R. Riehberg 
told the

finance committee today that Sen. 
Borah's 
criticism of NRA’* steel 
• ode was "an exaggeration of tri­ 
fle*” that did not represent "m a­ 
ture judgment on the facts of in­ 
dustry." 
This reply to the Idaho Republi­ 
can was made ju*t after Rtchberg 
bad represented American business 
as overwhelmingly in favor of con­ 
tinuing NRA. 
The recovery coordinator warmly 
defended 
NRA's approval of the 
steel code in the face of monopoly 
charges, contending it did not es­ 
tablish monopoly in the steel in­ 
dustry and did not change prac­ 
tices in the industry. 
Then, without mentioning Borah 
by name, Riehberg referred to a 
charge on the senate floor by the 
Idaho senator that steel prices had 
jumped as much as 800 per cent. 
“T hat is the sort of exaggeration 
of trifles.” Riehberg said warmly, 
"that does not represent a mature 
judgment on the facta of Industry.”

The swirling waters of the Ohio 
river reached a 3t^5 foot stage here 
at ll a. rn. today and continued to 
rise a tenth of a foot an hour, but 
lock employes at dam No. 8 pre­ 
dicted a 31-foot crest, or two feet 
under the flood maik. 
Residents of lowland* 
In Fast 
Liverpool, 
Wellsville and

Ferry as well as In other threaten­ 
ed areas were prepared to move to 
second floors or vacate their home* 
lf the danger increased, but their 
fear* were allayed when a crest of 
26 3 feet was reached at Pittsburgh

Backwaters were rising in Jethro, 
the western end of th# city which 
Is th# first area affected by a high 
river, at noon; hut none of tha 
houses had been vacated,

Houseboat owners, fearing dam- 
agr. securely moored their craft* 
and stood by.

Th# 
reading at Dam No. S was 3$ de­ 
gress at IO a. rn., a four-degree 
climb in three hours. 
T hreat In Clouds 
Clouds, however, held a threat 
for the Ohio valley.

Generally fair and 
colder Thursday was the expecta­ 
tion. 
Th# Ohio river rose 44 inches an 
hour at Portamoutb and a similar

In further developing its activities in 
the field of health, the Metropolitan 
organized its Welfare Division in 
1909 and, at about the same time, a 
oat ion- w ide nursing service was estab­ 
lished for Industrial policyholders. 


Subsequent health records demon­ 
strate the value of these services. 


During all these years the Company 
has worked shoulder to shoulder 
with national, state and local health 
organizations to stamp out prevent­ 
able disease. 


New low mortality figures were re­ 
corded in 1934 for practically all of 
the discases against which public 
health forces have directed special 
preventive efforts — notably typhoid 
fever, tuberculosis, diphtheria, infant 
mortality and maternal mortality. 
During this year the good record of 
previous years continued to obtain 
among Metropolitan policyholders.

ity, Its steadfastness, the romance 
of Ba beginning, the love it inspir­ 
ed in its children . . . and all at 
once Jam es felt that he could do 
all this. 
It was altogether a new sen**- 
lion—-this consciousness of power— 
and it frightened hint a little even 
while it thrilled him.
